The senato rs said they believ ed

“If yo u do n't hav e the business 
activ ity that pro duces the Jo ts, it

“It wo uld be a wo nderful o ppo r­ 
tunity fo r the President no w to get 
business and labo r leaders to gether 
fo r a discussio n o f plans fo r the 
po st-war perio d," Radcliffe said.

constitute proteins. 
There are at least 23 of these 
compounds and they are the basic 
components of all living 
things, 
plant and animal. 
For proper 
nutrition, 
humans 
have to get about 10 of these amino 
acids ready-made. 
They cannot, 
like plants, make their own. 
Meat, milk, cheese and eggs are 
the main sources of these ready­ 
made substances. 
Ordinary vegetables also contain 
proteins but as yet diet experts do 
not know exactly which plants and 
how much of each r person should 
have in order to get all the amino 
acids he needs.

Alaska Deer Still Perish 
At Hands o f Timber Wo lv es 


(By Units« Press) 
NOME, Alaska—'The great gray 
timber wolves of the high North 
are still holding a bloody carnival 
among Alaska’s reindeer herds. 
Exp erienced 
Alaskan 
reindeer 
men agree with Army 
observers 
that unless drastic and immediate 
step s are taken to fully p rotect the 
once vast but now p itifully-shrunk­ 
en herds the reindeer industry in 
the North is doomed. 
Last year ap p roximately 30,000 
deer were slaughtered by the ma­ 
rauding p acks, and it is estimated 
that this year arp und 20,000 will be 
destroyed in the same manner. It 
is believed th at the loss will be 
lighter this year simp ly because 
there now are less deer for the 
wolves to attack. Some herds have 
vanished comp letely and others are 
badly scattered. 
"The 20,000 deer we will lose this 
year rep resent 2,000,000 p ounds of 
meat, 20,000 p airs of muclucs and 
10,900 p arkas,” it was stated by 
one official who has made a study 
of the reindeer p roblem. 
No Funds fo r-Planes 
Sidney J. Rood, reindeer sup er­ 
visor for the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs, said his office did not have 
the money to buy airp lanes or to 
hire hunters for a camp aign against 
the steadily-increasing 
bands of 
wolves. 
"An Army officer in Washington 
said the Army would be glad to 
send in slow p lanes from which tn 
shoot wolves lurking on the flanks 
of the deer herds,” Root said, "and 
p ossibly because of this our ap p ro­ 
p riation was cut. But if the p lanes 
were brought in and any 
actual 
wolf-hunting done, I haven’t heard 
about it." 
Residents of Nome, ap p alled by 
the swiftness with which the rein­ 
deer are decreasing under the con­ 
centrated assaults of 
the 
wolves 
said the Alaska Game Commission, 
which normally is charged with 
control of p redatory animals in the 
territory, has not succeeded in les­ 
sening either the numbers or the 
activities of the wolf p acks. 
"The situation is a mess,” said 
one merchant, who has resided In 
the Nome area for 40 years. “The 
government bought the deer and 
gave the greater p art of them to 
the Eskimos in an attemp t to estab­ 
lish a stahle economy among the 
natives, but the p lan has broken 


down and nobody has come for­ 
ward with a better one. 
Eskimos Dislike Herding 
“The Eskimos p refer to live by 
hunting, 
fishing, trap p ing 
and 
carving ivory. They don’t care for 
herding reindeer, esp ecially wher> 
they can get all the deer they need 
for their p ersonal needs by sim­ 
p ly going out and shooting them. So 
they abandon the herds, and the 
wolves move in and destroy them.” 
High wages p aid workers in de­ 
fense p rojects in the high North 
has been another factor in drawing 
the Eskimos away from their herds, 
observers state. Eskimo laborers can 
make as much as $700 a month 
working for the government and 
can make almost as much stevedor­ 
ing at Nome, whereas the best na­ 
tive reindeer herders are p aid' is 
$60 a month, in addition to receiv­ 
ing three reindeer a month. It is. 
therefore, obvious 
even 
to 
such 
hap p y-go-lucky p eop le as the Es­ 
kimo tribesmen that in these times 
reindeer husbandry is n 
6t a p rof­ 
itably business by comp arison with 
other fields op en to them. 
The reindeer ranges in 
Alaska 
are ap p roximately eq ual in size to 
the State of California, and the to­ 
tal number of deer is about 162,- 
000, according to figures sup p lied 
by the Reindeer Service. The ap ­ 
p rop riation to the Reindeer Service 
this year was $9 1,160—less than the 
value of the deer wolves are ex­ 
p ected to kill this year, Alaskans 
p oint out.

ST. LOUIS, J uly 30— Father may 
hav e lost Ids trouser cuffs in this 
war, but baby Ls losing pants, shirt 
and slip, not to mention blankets 
and bathroom fittings. 
The War Production board 
has 
promised Immediate action on in­ 
fant shortages (there is no short­ 
age on infants), but for the y oung­ 
est generation life at present Ls a 
bare prospect. 
Not a diaper 
Is to 
be found in many St. Louis stores 
and the baby 
shop 
in one large 
department store has adv ance sales 
for all they can get until Nov ember. 
The sy stem is rationing at its grim- 
est. 
Babies already here get first 
chance and prospectiv e arriv als get 
none until they actually make their 
appearance. 
Night« Are Tough 
Dre« « e« are scarce and many are 
minus frills and embroidery . 
The 
largest shipments of baby dresses 
used to be 
the Philippine 
hand­ 
made ty pe, cheaper 
and 
frlffier 
than the domestic made, but now 
almost entirely off the market since 
the J apanese cut off the source of 
« upply . 
Knit underwear — shirts, 
slip and panties—are 
not to 
be 
found and cottons ate almost as 
scarce. Baby may still hav e his sox , 
but his shoes up to toddler sizes 
hav e gone the way of sterilizers and 
metal toy s. 
Ev en 
the small-fry ’s sleep 
has 
been Inv aded; his bed no 
longer 
offers bouncing steel springs, 
only 
wooden flats. 
His night-life gets 
off to a bad start when he has to 
sleep in his underwear—if he has 
any underwear—because pajamas, 
gowns and kimonas are as rare as 
thick steaks. 
Only a chosen few 
will hav e rmaM-slzed blankets, for 
the storas hav e few or none at all 
in stock. 
One baby shop recently 
receiv ed Its first shipment of baby 
blankets since the war began. Ev en 
as the infant sleeps, the hazards 
of rationing go on. 
There are no 
quilted pads to 
protest 
his now 
precious mattress. 
Baby items listed as "necessities’’ 
hav e in many cases reached the 
v anishing point. High chairs, pint- 
six ed bath equipment, ev en baskets 
to transport the newest member of 
the family home from the hospital 
are difficult to find. One store will 
hav e no more training panties for 
a month, but 
hopefully 
suggests 


that talcum and bath oil are plen­ 
tiful. 
N« Beet For Father 
Transportation 
facilities 
have 
dwindled to parental arms, for aside 
from a few carriages, mostly cum­ 
bersome wooden models, the other 
methods are 
zero. 
Several stores 
have been unq ble to obtain walkers 
or strollers for many months. 
The lighter side of baby’s life has 
been eq ually curtailed by war econ­ 
omies. His toys are more standard­ 
ized and there is less variety as well 
as less q uantity. 
An infants1 shop 
reports that one manufacturer sold 
his year’s allotment In one week 
and ordinarily 
tummer Is a dull 
season for toys. 
The retail store 
buyer didn't know whether people 
were buying the toys to save for 
Christmas, 
but 
prophesied 
that 
Santa Claus would have tough sled­ 
ding if the present heavy buying 
continued. 
An official of WPB textile divi­ 
sion has said that the shortages of 
infants’ wear ls due mostly to scare 
buying and that there is no imme­ 
diate need for rationing. Possibly 
with an eye to the future goodwill 
of the newest Americans, the offi­ 
cial added that no steps had been 
taken to impede the manufacture 
of rag dolls and their clothing.

U. S. Soldiers In Sicily Like 
Fresh Foods They Find There

W ITH THE AEF IN SICILY — 
Leaves from a war correspondent's 
notebook: 
Many 
American 
soldiers 
have 
come to prefer Sicily to N orth Af­ 
rica because they get more fresh 
food, the invading troops landed 
with only tinned rations, but' they 
came ashore in a land of agricul­ 
tural plenty . 
iney cun barter a few cigarets 
for a supply of fresh cucumbers, to­ 
matoes, honey dew melons, corn on 
the cots, eggplant, waterm elons and 
huge almonds. 
G rapes are ripen­ 
ing fast in the hot sum m er sun­ 
shine and the plums and peaches 
are coming in. There are also some 
small green apples and a kind of 
m inature pear, very tasty , and the 
supply of lemons is plentiful. 
“Just 
like 
back 
home 
on 
the 
faim ,” said one infantry m an bury ­ 
ing his dusty face in a slice of w at­ 
ermelon. 
The people have been very gener­ 
ous. 
Troops rolling through the 
little m ountain villages have been 
showered 
with 
almonds, 
lemons, 
plums and bunches of grapes. 
One 
enthusiastic tossed a whole w ater­ 
melon into a passing jetp. It struck 
a correspondent on the shoulder, 
burst like a bomb, and snray ed him 
with juice and watermelon.
